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1* The national Security Council QfSC) 9 taking cognisance 
of the worsening of relations between democratic nations and 
the USSR Communist orbit, and the consequent necessity for 
strengthening U. 8. capabilities for covert operations In time 
of war, has determined that the procedures for establishing a 
wartime covert operations organisation are now required. 

2. The Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) Is charged by 
the If SC with certain responsibilities for the peacetime con- 
duct of oovert operations as set forth In ISC 10/2. However, 
organisational responsibilities for the wartime conduct of 
covert operations have not been established exoept by Inter- 
pretation of paragraph 4 of ISC 10/2 which states thati 

H In time of war or national emergency, or when the 
President directs, all plans for covert operations shall 
be coordinated with the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and the 
execution of covert operations In military theaters shall 
be under the control of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. " 
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It is therefore desirable, for operational reasons, to specify 
the procedure s whereby the transition from peace tine responsi- 
bilities to wartime responsibilities nay be aocoapllshed with 
nlnlnun disruption of control and without inter-agency friction* 
3* In order that wartime covert operations nay be fully 
appreciated and prosecuted 9 the wartime mission of covert op- 
erations is stated as follows i 

"To utilise covert operations to the fullest practic- 
able extent to assist in accomplishing the military defeat 
of the USSR and her satellites in keeping with Allied war 
objectives,” 

This mission is based on the strategic concept that covert op- 
erations should be conducted in support of overt military op- 
erations, The primary objective of covert operations is to 
reduce the Soviet war potential in areas removed from regular 
military operations 9 with other Allied war objectives as sec- 
ondary aims, 

4, Within the CIA an organisation has been established 
to plan and conduct covert operations in peacetime # and in 
coordination with the Joint Chiefs of Staff to plan and pre- 
pare for the conduct of such operations in wartime. It ap- 
pears desirable 9 for operational reasons 9 not to create a new 
agency for wartime covert operations but to retain the organ- 
isation within the framework of the CIA and to spell out fur- 
ther the wartime responsibilities and relationships for co- 
vert operations.

4* In tin of war, or when the President directs, 
the Offioe established idthln CIA under the prorlalona of 
paragraph 3-4 of K 8 C 10/2 shall oqm under the direction 
of tha Joint Chlafa of Staff. 

fc. In araas where U. 8 . military foroas ara engaged 
in eombat (ragardlaaa of whether or mat a daelarad mar 
axlsts) operations that ara oonduoted hy tha Qffloa es- 
tablished within CIA under tha previsions of paragraph 
3-4 of ISC 10/2 shall come under the diraotlon of tha 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

A* This diraotlon by tha Joint Chlafs of 8 taff , In 
subparagraphs 4 and 4 above 9 will be exercised through 
the Director of Central Intelligence to the extent re- 
quired to implement the delineation of responsibilities 
specified in paragraphs 6 and 7 below. In time of na- 
tional emergency these provisions apply In areas of i&» 
pending military operations 9 as desired by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff.

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(2) Planning oornt oporatloas which, although 
stagod In aroas of nllltary oporatloas, ha to objeot- 
loos that transoond or do not ooatrlbato dlrootly to 
tho nllltary Interests. these plans oast bo approved 
by tho Joint Chlofo of Staff la ardor that thoy will 
bo ooordlnatod with otratoglo nllltary plans. Tho 
Joint Ghlofs of Staff will furnish policy dlrootlon 
to both tho Dlrootor of Control Xntolllgoaoo and tho 
thoator oo— sartors ooncomod for tho execution of 
thoso plans In oaoh Instance In ordor to nlnlnlao 
ooofllot with overt nllltary oporatloas. 

(3) Insuring that CZA oorort oporatloas groups 
and Individuals, which nay bo located In aroas or 
pro footed aroas of nllltary oporatloas, aro assigned 
to the senior U. S. nllltary on— ndor in tho area 
for operations control. Such groups and individuals 
will nalntaln their CIA identity and, In so far as 
tho appropriate nllltary oononn dor deans It feasible, 
will bo integrated Into tho organisation of tho uni- 
tary nr— ndor in tho sane nanner as other specialised 
military services. 
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(V) frtpirini, with the uilitasM of the /pint 
Staff, an Operating Manual for Cowort Operation* for 
tha purpose of presenting the nature and aoope of the 
organisation and activities of the CXA in tha field 
of covert operation*. This document shall ha submit- 
tad to tha Joint Chief* of Staff for approval and af- 
tor approval shall be used by tha DCI and commanders 
operating under tha Joint Chief* of 8taff as basic 
guidance, 

(5) Informing, through appropriate channels, 
those agendas of tha United States Government whose 
services could assist in implementing plans for co- 
vert operations approved by the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

(6) Preparing specific plans requested by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and executing such plans for 
covert operations when approved. 

(7) Ceodinating with the Secretary of State in 
order to insure that plans and aetivltias are consist- 
ent with the political strategy and political opera- 
tions and objectives of the United States. 

fc. The Joint Chlofs of Staff ehall bo ra sponsible fort 

(1) Planning, preparing and conducting covert op- 
erations In areas or projected areas of military oper- 
ations, except for the planning of these covert opera- 
tions mentioned in 6-* above. The Central Intelligence 
Agency will plan and prepare for specific covert 
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opmtittf in aaeordOLnoa with ragulrananta of th* 

Joint Chlofs of Staff (aoo subparagraph 6-*-(6) 
abort). 

(2) Coordinating oorort oparationt in artai out-

£• In area i other than thaatara of nilitary oparatlona f 
tha senior representative of tha DC I shall kaop tha raapaet- 
iva aaaior politloal representatives, in tha ooontrlas oon- 
oarnad 9 generally advlaad of oovart oparationt affaoting 
tha araa of thair raaponaibillty or baaad tharacn. Ha

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4* The Departments of 8tate and Defense, the national 
Security Resource • Board, and the Joint Chiefs of 8taff 
•hall provide continuous guidance and support of the DC I 
in planning covert operations and insure that such opera* 
tlons and activities receive the necessary and appropriate 
support. 

&• Covert operations groups under the operational 
control of U. S. military commanders will be provided 
communication facilities as follows i 

(1) For technical and special administrative CIA 
matters! direct access to CIA— Washington, and to 
covert operational groups in other theaters.

7. In areas where U. S. military forces are engaged in 
combat, regardless of whether or not a declared war exists, all 
of the provisions of paragraph 6 above will apply, but will be 
restricted to those areas alone. 

8* Covert operations will be conducted only outside the 
continental limits of the United States. 

9* As used in this directive the term "Covert Operations" 
is to be understood as identical with those activities outlined 
in paragreph 5, NBC 10/2.
